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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Martin Farrell on 05/25/2004. 

The application has been amended as follows: 
In the abstract, line 6, the phrase "Figure 1" has been deleted. 
In claim 1 1 , line 8, the phrase "the lug" has been replaced by -each of the lugs-. 
REASON FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. Koch et al discloses an electronic monitoring device which is secured to a tire 
comprising a vulcanized rubber patch having a conical shape which is permanently 
assembled to the inner liner of a tire. Balzer et al disclose a module which monitors tire 
information and which is supported by a rubber ply affixed to the inside surface of the 
tire. A retainer assembly which uses threaded bolts is used to secure the monitoring 
device to the tire. Wilson discloses an anchoring patch having an electronic module 
mounted to the green tire and cured during the green tire process. A battery is 
connected to the electronic monitoring package after the cure process. Koch discloses 
a patch and method for mounting an eletronic monitoring device to the inner line of a tire 
comprising a frame built in on an attaching patch to receive the electronic module within 
the frame, an encapsulating material is poured into the frame and cured to encapsulate 
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the monitoring device directly against the patch. However, none of the references of 
record suggests a device for fastening an electronic module to a tire wherein at least 
one rigid insert carried on the patch and having a threaded recess for engagement with 
a screw and a lug borne by a casing bearing the electronic monitoring module is 
provided, whereby, the insert has a frustoconical shape and is disposed in the patch 
with the base of lesser diameter at the upper surface in the manner defined in the 
instant claim 1 . Also, none of the references of record suggests a device wherein two 
rigid inserts carried by the patch and each having a threaded recess 
opening on the upper surface; whereby a threaded fastener for insertion through the lug 
on the casing and engageable with the at least one threaded recess to secure the 
casing to the patch in the manner defined in the instant claim 1 1 . Therefore, claims 9- 
10, 12-20, depending therefrom, are considered to be allowable.
